Damon and Pythias

desperadoes. 
When on»* was -men, the 
other was always near 
If on»* got into 
trouble, the other was always on hand 
to assist him. 
The tragic end of this friendship came 
one summer morning. Prather had just 
successfully “ stood off” a sheriff and 
his posse, and th** crowd »if roughs was 
congregated in his saloon, congratulat­ 
ing him, drinking to His health and 
celebratmg the occasion by filling them­ 
selves up w ith what is known in west­ 
ern vernacular as “ 40 rod,” preparatory 
to 
torn rizing 
the 
town. 
Suddenly 
Pratlu r dn w his revolver from the scab­ 
bard, and saying, “ Boys, watch me put 
ft hole through B illy ’s h at,” fired. 
There was a yell of agony, and W ells 
fell to th»* floor wounded t»; the death. 
“ M y God, have I killed h im ?” were 
Prather’s first words. 
Then, throwing 
lown his revolver, he sprang to the sid<* 
jf tin* wounded man, just as th** last 
quiver came over the prostrate form and 
tin* soul went to render its account. 
For th** first time in years a solitary 
te a r coursed down over the hardened 
features of the man whose hands were

AN IN D IG N AN T FISH . 


O ne H nrg a ll D ep riv ed « if It« I'rey l>y t h e 
Heckle» « Int« * rference o f A n o th er. 


W hile th«* burgall, known also as the 
cunner, is not altogether a bottom feed­ 
ing fish, still it feeds mostly on the bot­ 
tom, taking whatever it can find there, 
nipping tin* head off a clam when it 
gets a chance, and not neglecting the 
worms of many kinds w hich find a 
home there. 
There were two burgalls in a tank at 
the aquarium. One day a nereis showed 
its head above tin* sand and gravel on 
the bottom of the tank alongside a little 
pebble 
The nereis is a marine worm 
that lives at the bottom. 
This particu­ 
lar nereis might have been three inches 
in length by an eighth of an inch in d i­ 
ameter. 
One of the burgalls saw it as 
so*in as it lifted its head above the bot­ 
tom, and ho began to make for it at 
1 once, but not precipitately. 
In fact, he 
did not seem to notice the nereis at all 
He jast loafed about in the water, and 
if just happened apparently that his 
general movement carried him in that 
direction. 
The nereis was probably looking for 
food. G radually it raised its head until 
it was half an inch above the sand. The 
burgall, which had started a foot or 
more away, was then w ithin six inches 
of it. 
Then the other burgall saw the 
nereis, and this burgall made a rush for 
it 
There was nothing for the first one 
to do now but to make a rush for it too.

•‘If a stranger should enter any C an­ 
adian bank, a» 1 did today the Bank of 
Montreal, and a-k change for a Bland 
dollar, it would be refused him. 
Nor 
can you use American coins uu h hack- 
raen. 
T he boycott extends even to the 
newsboys and the bootblacks. 
I handed a big American dollar to a 
hackman the morning 1 arrived. 
lie 
shook his head and said: 
“ B eggin’ yer pardon, sir, 
we don't 
take American silver anv more.’1 
‘•Since when?” 
“Ten days or a fort nit.’’ 
“ T h a t ’s good mosey and we work 
hard for it." 
“ I dare say ye do, sir. and twas ere 
until lately; but you’ve ’eard of 'aving 
too much of a good thing, an' that's 
w hat’s the matter. 
“ How is th a t? ’’ I asked. 
“ W y, you see, sir, we've ’earn as 'ow 
the silver fellers in the States is avin’ 
it all their own way. sir, a n’ when they 
get ’old of the gov'ment they're goin’ 
j 
to ’ave free coinage, an' coin all the 
silver t h a t ’s brought in to ’em, sir. 
A n’ we’re th ink in’ that'li be too much 
of a good thing, sir, fer the more silver 
dollars you git the less th e y’re worth, 
sir, a n’ we Canucks as 'as to work 'ard 
fer our money don't want to get stuck 
with 'em, sir. 
1 guess that's about the 
size uv it.’’ 
And th at is about the size of it. 
Those homely words contained as lucid 
an explanation as could have been giv­ 
en by the chairman of the 
Bank of 
Montreal, owhich is the wealthiest fin­ 
ancial institution in America. 
I'ntil 
ton days or two weeks ago American 
silver circulated at par along with ‘ 
Canadian coins, and no one thought of 
making a distinction. 
T h e silver of 
both countries is of equal weight and . 
fineness and is issued in the same de­ 
nominations. 
T here is said to be up­ 
ward of $3,000,000 of our fractional cur­ 
rency this side of the border in general 
circulation, and until the boycott was > 
pronounced the Bank of Montreal used 
to take in from $2.000 to $3,000 a day 
over its counters from regular deposi-j 
tors. 
T he Canadian 
Bank of Com­ 
merce says th a t its daily deposits of 
American silver amounted sometimes 
to $5,000 and $0,000, particularly on 
market days. 
Canadian 
change is 
scarce and they were glad to get it. 
The boycott is due entirely to the ! 
Chicago platform and the fear of Bry­ 
a n’s election.

It is a gi- i 
ga ntic a ffa ir, a nd the key to it, which is 
a s la rge a s one ma n ca n conveni* ntly : 
ca rry, r ounds one of th© Scriptura l pa s­ 
sa ge wh* re the prophet ma kes reference 
to such instruments being ca rried on I 
the should* r. 
The exa ct words m the ; 
pa ssa ge r* ferred to a re, “ And the key ’ 
of tii** house of Da vid I w ill la y upon 
his shoulder. ” 
This en* rtnous kr*y to the lock from 
Nineveh is nea rly 3>£ feet in length 
a nd of the thickness of a four inch dra in 
tile. 
It wa s found a t the end of a ruin­ 
ed cha mber, where a la rge wooden door 
ha d proba bly once stood, the giga ntic 
lira s- hinges a nd hea vy ba rs being still 
in fa ir condition, though somewha t cor- 
r ded. This relic of the olden times ha s 
but few points of resembla nce to the 
keys of modern ma nufa cture, or even to 
those * if th*- ea rly pa rt of the Christia n 
era . 
The tubula r idea ha d never been 
thought **ut in those da ys, but the key 
is fea rfully a nd wonderfully ma de, be­ 
ing equa lly a s intrica te a piece of m a ­ 
chinery a s the lock in which it wa s 
used. 
A grea t ma ny of the ba rs a nd 
pegs in the lock a re believed to ha ve 
been ma de of wood, a s their pla ces a re 
now empty. 
The notches a nd p egs in 
tin* key, however, show tha t there were 
corresponding pegs a nd ba rs in the lock 
a t one time. The grea t la b ra l iron lia rs 
a t the end of the key, w ith their com­

The notion that the p-» or w hite ele­ 
ment of the southern Appalachian re­ 
gion i< identical with the p« or people 
generally over the country is an error, 
and an err« a* of enough importance to 
call for correction. 
The poor white of 
the south has some kinfolk in the Ad- 
m mia k r« gi< n < f New York and th** 
Blue and Alleghany mountaiusof Penn­ 
sylvania, but he has fmv relatives any 
place else about the Masen-Dix on line. 
The states of New Y >rk and Pennsylva­ 
nia were slave states until tin* early 
part of this century. 
This poor white mountaineer descends 
direct from those immigrants who came 
over in the early days of the colonies, 
from 1620 to about or sum« * time aft« r 
the Revolutionary war period, as “ sold 
passengers.” 
They sold their services 
for a time sufficient to enable them to 
work out tluur passage money. 
They 
were sold, articl« » d to masters, in the 
colonies f r their board and fix ed wag« *, 
and thus they earned the cost of their 
migration. 
The laws imder which th« *y were ar­ 
ticled were s« vere, as severe as appren­ 
tice laws in tho<« * days. The “ sold pas­ 
senger” virtually became the slave of 
the purchaser < f his lab« >r. 
Ho could be 
whipped if In* did n« >t do the task s«*t 
him, and woe to the unlucky w ig ht if 
he ran away. 
H » was sure to be caught 
and cruelly punished. 
And though lie was usually a descend­ 
ant of the lowest grade of humanity on 
the British islands, In* still had enough 
of the Anglo-Sax on spirit about him to 
make him an unsatisfactory chattel. 
From 1620 forward—the year when 
the Dutch landed th« * first cargo of Afri­ 
can slaves on the continent— the “ sold 
passenger” was fast replaced by negroes, 
who took more naturally and amiably 
to th« ' slave life. 
The poor white naturally came to 
cherish a hitter hatred for the blacks 
that were pr« 1« rrod over him. 
He ul- 1 
ready hated his domineering white mas­ 
ter. 
When lit* was free to go, li«* put as 
many miles as Ins m« *nns and his safety 
from Indian murderers permitte« i he- j 
tween himself and those he hated and 
hoped he might never see again. 
In 
that early time th« * mountain region 
was not even surveyed, let alone owned 
by individual proprietors. 
Tlx * English, Scotch, Irish and con- < 
tiuental immigrant who had some means 
sat down on the rich valleys, river Up­ 
turns and rolling savannahs, and tin- 
poor w hite was made welcome to the 
foothills and mountain plateaus. 
These descendants of the British vil 
lein of tin* feudal era grew and m ulti­ 
plied, became almost as distinct a p<*<>- 
ple from the lords of the lowlands as 
the Scotch highlander was, asr» luted to 
his lowland neighbor, in the six teenth 
and seventeenth centuries. 
The stir of the period since tin* close 
of our civil war has made somewhat in­ 
distinct the line that separates the 
mountaineer from the plainsman of the 
south, especially in the foothills and at 
points where the two have intermingled 
in traffic, in thf-schoolhoust* and church, 
and especially where th« * poor whites 
have been employed at mining, iron 
making, etc. But go into the mountains 
fur enough and you find the tyjies as 
clear cut as it was 100 years ago, with 
its inimitable drawling speech and cu­ 
rious dialect, it*« sallow complex ion, 
lanky frame, lazy habits and immoral­ 
ity—all as distinctly marked as tlioy 
were when hundr« » ds of these people 
fouiul Uh< rokee wives in Georgia and 
Tennessee in the early part of tlx * cen­ 
tury and Ueached most of the copper 
out of the skin of the Choctaw as well 
as out of i he (Tier« *kc *.
